35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 2 nd paragraph rejection of claims 20-39 has been withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-15, filed 23 July 2010, with respect to the prior art 
rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejection of claims 20-39 
has been withdrawn. 



6. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 22 July 2010 is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.
